Reasons for Preappeal Brief Review Request 

Dear Commissioner: 

Applicants request a preappeal brief conference review because the rejections of record 
are clearly based on factual error. One or more claim elements are clearly not presented in the 
cited references. Discussion is provided in the record, among other places, on pages 7-8 of the 
June 22, 2007 response and pages 7-8 of the January 3, 2007 response. 

In brief, U.S. patent publication 20060080630 (Lin) does not provide "a shape-based 
automatic router tool" or "using flood operations." For example, the terms "shape-based," 
"flood," "flooding," and "flood operation" are not found in the reference. The examiner's 
contention that "the PG wiring analysis module 1007 increases the width of the wire or via" is 
somehow related to flooding operations (see page 9, final office action) has no technical merit. 

All claims should be allowable.
